SUMMARY: IN PRIVATE MEETING OF INTERESTED REPS AND AT 
AUGUST 2 MEETING, POLADS DISCUSSED: 

- (A) STANDARDIZATION OF NOTIFICATION FORMATS 
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- (B) US NOTIFICATION OF CARBON EDGE 

- (C) FRG NOTIFICATION OF STANDHAFTE CHATTEN AND 
CARBON EDGE 

- (D) BELGIAN NOTIFICATION OF BLUE FOX 
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- (E) AVON EXPRESS 

ACTION REQUESTED: IF POSSIBLE BY AUGUST 9, GUIDANCE 
ON PARAS 2, 3, 4 AND 5 BELOW. END SUMMARY. 

1 . IN RESPONSE TO SUGGESTION OF FRG REP, WHO NOTED 
SOME VARIATIONS IN LANGUAGE OF DRAFT NOTIFICATIONS, 
INTERESTED POLADS HAVE SUGGESTED THAT INTERNATIONAL 
STAFF PROVIDE COMPILATION OF ALL ALLIED NOTIFICATIONS 
AND INVITATIONS ISSUED TO DATE. POLADS WILL REVIEW 
THESE IN EFFORT TO DEVELOP A STANDARD DRAFT FORMAT FOR 
CONSIDERATION IN CAPITALS. 

2. IN THIS REGARD SOME POLADS HAVE SUGGESTED REVISING 
US NOTIFICATION OF CARBON EDGE (REF B) TO BRING IT 
MORE IN LINE WITH TEXTS USED BY US LAST YEAR FOR SUCH 
MANEUVERS AS TARES TEAM, GORDON SHIELD, GROSSE BAER, 

AND BONDED ITEM, AS WELL AS US NOTIFICATION OF CERTAIN 
FIGHTER (REF E). ACTION REQUESTED: AUTHORIZATION TO 
CIRCULATE TO POLADS, REVISED DRAFT TEXT BELOW. 

3. FRG AND FEW OTHER REPS SUGGESTED THAT IT WOULD BE 
USEFUL TO INCLUDE IN NOTIFICATIONS INFORMATION ON 
'ABSENCE FROM GARRISONS", AS FRG HAS DONE IN ITS NOTI- 
FICATION OF STANDHAFTE CHATTEN. FRG REP HOPED THE EAST 
MIGHT EVENTUALLY FOLLOW WESTERN EXAMPLE, AND BELIEVED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SUCH INFORMATION WOULD BE USEFUL, PARTICULARLY IF ABSENCE 
FROM GARRISONS WAS SUBSTANTIALLY LONGER THAN PERIOD OF 
MANEUVER. ACTION REQUESTED: WASHINGTON'S VIEWS ON 
THIS SUGGESTION. 

4. FRG REP MADE MINOR AMENDMENTS TO PROPOSED FRG 
NOTIFICATION OF STANDHAFTE CHATTEN (REF D) CHANGING, 

FOR EXAMPLE, "EXERCISE" TO MANEUVER" THROUGHOUT TO 
CORRESPOND WITH NORMAL ALLIED PRACTICE. FRG REP 
CONFIRMED AFTER CHECKING WITH HIS AUTHORITIES, THAT 
TOTAL TROOP STRENGTH FOR STANDHAFTE CHATTEN WILL BE 
38,000. (HE ACCEPTED 59,000 FOR CARBON EDGE AND 
AMENDED FRG NOTIFICATION ACCORDINGLY). RE PARA 3 
(REF A), FRG REP SAID "CHATTEN" IS CORRECT SPELLING". 

CHATTEN WAS A GERMANIC TRIBE (THE HESSIANS). REVISED 
FRG DRAFT NOTIFICATIONS OF STANDHAFTE CHATTEN AND 
CARBON EDGE ARE TRANSMITTED BELOW. ACTION REQUESTED: 
AUTHORIZATION TO ACCEPT REVISED FRG NOTIFICATIONS. 

5. BELGIAN REP SAID HIS AUTHORITIES HAD DECIDED NOT 
TO INVITE OBSERVERS TO "BLUE FOX", FRG REP WELCOMED 
THIS DECISION SINCE, HE NOTED, OBSERVERS WOULD BE 
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INVITED TO THREE OTHER ALLIED MANEUVERS IN SHORT 
TIME FRAME. BELGIAN REP CIRCULATED DRAFT NOTIFICATION 
OF BLUE FOX, TRANSMITTED BELOW. ACTION REQUESTED: 
AUTHORIZATION TO ACCEPT BELGIAN DRAFT. 

6. UK REP SAID HIS AUTHORITIES HAD DECIDED NOT TO 
NOTIFY AVON EXPRESS. SINCE TOTAL FORCES INVOLVED 
WOULD BE ABOUT 7,500. 

7. POLADS RECALLED THAT CIRCULATION OF NOTIFICATIONS 
AT NATO SERVED AS NOTIFICATION OF MANEUVERS TO ALLIES. 
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CONFIDENTIAL SECTION 02 OF 04 NATO 07485
